There is not as much danger from 
buildings being struck by lightning as 
most people suppose, 
laist 
year of 
1886 buildings being struck by light­ 
ning a great number were barns 
Of these buildings 968 had wooden 
roots, 34 were metal, 39 were slate and 
816 were not described. 
Of this whole number only 40 were 
redded. 855 were not. ami 952 were 
not reported, 
In the ten years. 1893 to 1903, Ger­ 
man investigators found that of sll 
buildings struck, 9 per cent of those 
hn\ ing hard roofs and 68 per cent of 
those having soft roofs were not set 
on fire. 


Older writers say that risks of build­ 
ings being struck by lightning is five 
times greater In the country than in 
the city. 
Electricity 
is present in 
(he earth and in the atmosphere at 
all times. 
The amount in the atmos­ 
phere varies from time to time, but 
becomes large during eocalled mag­ 
netic KtorniH, 
These storms are usual-' 
ly accompanied by auroral displays 
and are often coincident 
with 
sun­ 
spots. 
It lias been found th»i there is an 
excess of negative electricity in the 
surface of the earth and an excess of 
positive electricity in the atmosphere. 
As like electricity reixds and unlike 
electricity attracts, 
it 
follows 
that 
there is a constant interchange or 
movement of the positive electricity 
In the air toward the earth and of the 
negative electricity in the earth to­ 
ward and Into tho atmosphere. 
At 
times this Is so marked that 
there la a visible discharge front o!>- 
Jects extending Into atmosphere, like 
masts on vessels, or from the bodies 
of persons standing on mountain tops, 
Just as thero Is sometimes between 
the finger and u rapidly moving belt. 
I his brush Hko discharge is called 
St. Elmo's fire."

also that each drop of water, largo

electricity upon its surface. 
W lienover the stress of electricity 
in the air, due to the electrification 
of the cloud mass, passes the break­ 
ing limit, the air gives way. 
It Is 
cracked from cloud t<> earth like h 
ple. e of glass as the bolt descends. 
It. is held by most scientists that 
sometimes at least the lightning flash 
iu an oscillatory discharge, and that 
the electricity pusses both 
up 
and 
down.
